2. I prepared the patent application and supervised the 
preparation of drawings which were entitled TWO PIECE OUTER 
BELT WEATHERSTRIP which is the subject of this Affidavit and 
of a previously filed Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 1.47(a). 

3. I am aware of the facts surrounding the execution 
and failure to execute documents relating to this patent
